Young people played a significant part in the U.S. civil tights 
movements of the 60's. Everyday there are political demonstrations and 
rallies going on in universities in Asian countries, that we will never hear 
about on CNN.

images of butchering suffuse patriarchal culture. A steakhouse in New 
Jersey was called “Adam’s Rib.” Who do they think they were eating? The 
Hustler, prior to its incarnation as a pornographic magazine, was a 
Cleveland restaurant whose menu presented a woman’s buttocks on the 
cover and proclaimed, “We serve the best meat in town!” Who? A woman 
is shown being ground up in a meat grinder as Hustler magazine pro¬ 
claims: “Last All Meat Issue.” Women’s buttocks are stamped as “Choice 
Cuts” on an album cover entitled “Choice Cuts (Pure Food and Drug 
Act).” When asked about their sexual fantasies, many men describe 
“pornographic scenes of disembodied, faceless, impersonal body parts: 
breasts, tegs, vaginas, buttocks .” 65 Meat for the average consumer has 
been reduced to exactly that: faceless body parts, breasts, legs, udders, 
buttocks. Frank Perdue plays with images of sexual butchering in a poster 
encouraging chicken consumption: “Are you a breast man or a leg man? 

A popular poster in the butcher shops of the Haymarket section of 
Boston depicted a woman’s body sectioned off as though she were a 
slaughtered animal, with her separate body parts identified. In response to 
such an image, dramatists Dario Fo and Franca Rame scripted this 


There was a drawing of a naked lady all divided up into different 
sections. You know . . . like those posters in the butcher’s shop of a 
cow? And all the erogenous zones were painted these incredible 
colours. For instance, the rump was painted shocking pink. (Does a 
bump and grind and laughs.) Then this part here (Putting her hands 
on her back just below her neck) . . . butchers call it chuck. It was 
purple. And the fillet . . . (Briefly diverted) What about the price of 
fillet nowadays eh? Terrible! Well anyway, it was orange . 66 



In constructing stories about violence against women, feminists have 
drawn on the same set of cultural images as their oppressors. Feminist 
critics perceive the violence inherent in representations that collapse 
sexuality and consumption and have titled this nexus carnivorous ar¬ 
rogance” (Simone de Beauvoir), “gynocidal gluttony” (Mary Daly), sex¬ 
ual cannibalism” (Kate Millet), “psychic cannibalism” (Andrea Dworkin), 
“metaphysical cannibalism” (Ti-Grace Atkinson); racism as it intersects 
with sexism has been defined by bell hooks in distinctions based on meat 
eating: “The truth is--in sexist America, where women are objectified 
extensions of male ego, black women have been labeled hamburger and 
white women prime rib .” 72 These feminist theorists take us to the inter¬ 
section of the oppression of women and the oppression of animals and 
then do an immediate about-face, seizing the function of the absent 
referent to forward women’s issues and so imitating and complementing a 
patriarchal structure. Dealing in symbols and similes that express humili- 
i ation, objectification, and violation is an understandable attempt to im¬ 
pose order on a violently fragmented female sexual reality. When we use 
meat and butchering as metaphors for women’s oppression, we express 
our own hog-squeal of the universe while silencing the primal hog-squeal 
of Ursula Hamdress herself,

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sexual violence and meat eating, which appear to be discrete forms of 
violence, find a point of intersection in the absent referent. Cultural 
images of sexual violence, and actual sexual violence, often rely on our 
knowledge of how animals are butchered and eaten. For example, Kathy 
Barry tells us of “maisons d’abattage (literal translation: houses of slaugh¬ 
ter)” where six or seven girls each serve 80 to 120 customers a night.

If animals are the absent referent in the 
phrase “the butchering of women,” women are the absent referent in the 
phrase “the rape of animals.” The impact of a seductive pig relies on an 
absent but imaginable, seductive, fleshy woman. Ursula Hamdress is both 
metaphor and joke; her jarring (or jocular) effect is based on the fact that 
we are all accustomed to seeing women depicted in such a way. Ursulas 
image refers to something that is absent: the human female body. The 
structure of the absent referent in patriarchal culture strengthens individ¬ 
ual oppressions by always recalling other oppressed

I f you spend any time at all in Midtown, 
you’ve seen the graffiti: Fur Is Dead. 
Meat Is Murder. Go Vegan. These may 
be nothing more than the scribblings of 
restless kids who wanted to leave their mark 
— an updated version of Kilroy Was Here. 
But for many Memphians, such spray-' 
painted slogans may be their only contact 
with the animal-rights movement One could 
hardly blame them for dismissing the entire 
group as a bunch of hinge lunatics. 

Who are those animal-rights people, re¬ 
ally? And what drives them to do what they 
do? 

“We’re not freaks, and we’re not antiso¬ 
cial people,’’ says Mike Kaiban. Like a large 
percentage of animal-rights activists, Karban 
is a vegan (pronounced VEE gan) — a per¬ 
son who eats no animal products of any kind. 
“So many of us are not your stereotypical 
rebels. I dress like everybody else. You 




domestic animals, and on educating owners 
about the importance of spaying or neuter¬ 
ing their pets. 

The APA shares those goals, but it goes 
further. “We branch out into vegetarianism, 
anti-fur, animal experimentation,” says 
Edmonds. “If it involves animals, we’re in¬ 
volved.” The APA is opposed to any use of 
animals that could be considered exploitative 
— including circuses, rodeos, and zoos. 
Edmonds argues that species conservation is 
not a good enough reason to justify the ex¬ 
istence of zoos. “If tigers go extinct, they go 
extinct, and that’s our fault,” she argues. ’ 
“Those cats in ‘Cat Country’ may not be in 
cages anymore, but they’re not free, either.” 

Some might call Edmonds’ position ex¬ 
treme. But the real extremists, she believes, 
are those who employ terrorist tactics. “We 
agree with their goals, but not their means,” 
she says. “We don’t believe in destroying.

“Hardline is more complex than 
veganism.” explains Karban. “It’s a militant 
sect that takes respect for life all the way. 
They're very much against abortion.” 

It seems an odd juxtaposition at first. 
Abortion is seen as a right-wing cause, while 
animal rights is thought to be the province 
of liberal left-wingers. Yet the goal in both 
cases is essentially the same: to rescue help¬ 
less innocents, be they animals or fetuses. In 
fact, there is a separate Memphis group called 
Vegans for Life, which last December held a 
silent vigil at an abortion clinic in Little Rock. 

At any animal-rights gathering, even a 
casual observer will notice that a lot of the 
participants barely look old enough to drive 
or vote. It’s no coincidence that many of this 
generation’s icons, such as alternative bands 
and twentysomething actors, have been out¬ 
spoken about animal-rights issues. As the 
July 1994 edition of Vogue noted: “PETA 
[People for the Ethical Treatment of Animals, 
the nation’s largest animal-rights group, with 
about 400,000 members] now appears to 
have replaced both AIDS and homelessness 
as the cause ceiebre du jour.” 

Does this mean that animal rights is a fad, 
and that these kids will grow out of it. just as 

(f,•,///* i, 
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held the day after Thanksgiving, CAFT 
helped organize civil-disobedience actions in 
20 cities. Protests had become commonplace. 
Goodwin explains, so they decided to 
"radicalize” the event Activists handcuffed 
themselves to the doors near Goldsmith’s 
Oak Court fur salon. To date, at this and sub¬ 
sequent protests, about a dozen people have 
been arrested, usually on charges of disor¬ 
derly conduct or trespassing. 

“Right now we're targeting Goldsmith’s,” 
says Goodwin, “because we feel they can 
easily give up fur without hurting their busi¬ 
ness much.” 

But he has staged protests at other stores 
in the past, and he believes these efforts are 
paying off. “Burlington [Coat Factory] has 
dropped selling furs here. Fur Fashions of 
Memphis [owned by Gilbert Kay] is closing, 
and Jack Lewis is switching to cloth coats.” 

Local furriers acknowledge that their in¬ 
dustry is changing, but they say it has little 
to do with the animal-rights movement 

“Protesters certainly haven’t helped any,” 
says Jack Lewis. “But in themselves Jiey 
wouldn’t put me out of business. Those who 
protest are mostly youngsters. They’re a nui¬ 
sance. and they’re vulgar.” Lewis still has 
furs in stock, and he will continue to provide

wouldn’t know I was a vegan to look at me. 
I think people who have a negative percep¬ 
tion of vegans don’t know any vegans. We’re 
not here to make other people’s lives miser¬ 
able. We’re just trying to save animals.” 

But activists differ widely on just what 
lengths they’re willing to go to in order to 
save animals. There is a continuum of par¬ 
ticipation levels, and this lack of one easy 
definition makes it difficult to ascertain just 
how many Memphians are involved in the 
animal-rights movement Depending on what 
you mean by “involved,” the total ranges 
I from several hundred to several thousand. 

Angela Edmonds is a board member of 
I the Memphis Animal Protection Association 
: (APA), which has a membership of nearly 
! 4,000. “I think there are three components,” 
she says. “There’s the humane movement, 
there’s animal rights, and then there’s the 
radical arm.” 

The humane movement is represented lo¬ 
cally by the Memphis Humane Society, 
which has about 2,500 members. It concen-

She’s referring to the type of action taken 
by a group called the Animal Liberation Front 
(ALF). Established in England in the mid- 
1970s, ALF has no central organization, 
which prevents its members from implicat¬ 
ing others if they are arrested. However, there 
is an international group of ALF supporters 
(since it’s not illegal to merely agree with 
ALF), and a recent tssue of its publication 
Underground lists a number of ALF “actions” 
reported in Memphis, including: 

■ February 1994 — Hataway’s Taxidermy, 
truck engine damaged. 

■ March 1994 — Jack Lewis Furs; paint 
bombs, locks glued. 

■ August 1994 — Goldsmith's, window ,

tage" — to crease hardships for these busi¬ 
nesses by increasing their costs and msur- j 
ance rates. Such actions do not involve physi- ; 
cal violence toward humans.

most of the baby-boomers have abandoned 
their Seventies liberalism? 

Jesse Keenan doesn’t think so. “From 
what I’ve seen personally in the movement, 
everyone seems real sincere about it. I think 
young people are more open to new ideas, 
and it’s easier for them to make a change.” 
Keenan got into the movement when he was 
15, after running across a flier that said, “If 
slaughterhouses had glass walls, the whole 
world would be vegetarians.” He discussed 
his concerns with his father, and the two de¬ 
cided to go vegetarian together (Jesse later 
progressed to veganism). 

J. P. Goodwin-experienced a similar 
youthful epiphany in the summer of 1989, 
when he picked up some amp^d-rights lit- 
erature’ while attending a concert by a band 
called Dead Silence. “The movement goes 
across all age groups,” he says, “but there 
are a lor of young people involved, and I think 
that’s great, because these are the leaden of 
the future. Many of them are sincere and 
committed, willing to risk civil disobedience. 
I think it’s a mistake for PETA to present this 
as a trendy, fashionable thing, because that 
will hurt us in the long run.” 

Goodwin has concentrated most of his 
energies on the fur issue. He's founder of the 
Coalition to Abolish the Fur Trade (CAFT), 
which he says has approximately 200 mem- 
about half of them in Memphis. On last 
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fur cleaning and storage services, but he is 
not acquiring any new furs to selL “Furs are 
profitable,” he explains, “but the selling sea¬ 
son is just too short — only about four 
months. People don’t buy anymore until time 
of need. This is true ail over.” 

Jim Holloway, owner of J. Holloway Furs, 
says his business is actually growing because 
some of his competitors have closed. Last year 
he conducted an informal survey of about 200 
people on the street, and found more people in 
favor of fur than against 1 1 “Eighty-five per¬ 
cent said they west not affected in any way by 
the animal-rights movement,” he notes. “TWo 
percent were strongly against fur, and the rest 
were nentraL Many raid if they had the money, 
sure, they’d wear a fur. 

“I think the protesters have a right to 
stand up for their beliefs,” Holloway con¬ 
tinues, but they don’t have a right to van¬ 
dalize property.” 

Holloway may be alluding to the August 
1992 arrest of Goodwin, Keenan, and 
Karban on charges of vandalism. The three 
had broken into several fur stores and ware¬ 
houses. thrown paint bombs, and glued 
locks shut. They were sentenced to almost 
a year in jail, but they appealed the sen¬ 
tencing, since it was a first-time misde¬ 
meanor for all three of them. They still 
must adhere to a 10 p.m. curfew while

awaiting a ruling on their appeal. 

Keenan, who was still a teenager at the 
time, says he broke the law because he grew 
impatient. “I wanted to do something to save 
animals’ lives right now." he recalls. 

Keenan and the others now agree that the 
most effective way to help animals is to edu¬ 
cate people. All three are involved in pub¬ 
lishing a newsletter called Memphis Vegan 
News. About 500 copies of each issue are 
distributed at protests throughout the Mid- 
South. according to Karban. 

Not all of those protests are targeted 
against fur, some are attempts to make meat- 
eaters aware of the cruelty of "factory farm¬ 
ing." Last October 2nd, on World Farm Ani¬ 
mals Day, about 20 vegans picketed in front 
of Corky’s Bar-B-Q carrying "Meat is Mur¬ 
der” signs. And on October 10th, more than 
40 showed up at the Rendezvous downtown, 
where a group of pork producers had gath¬ 
ered to bestow upon the Rendezvous an 
award for "best pork restaurant." Offering a 
vegetable-based barbecue alternative, the 
vegans cranked up a stereo with taped sounds 
of terrified pigs squealing in a slaughter¬ 
house. 

Special effects like that are typical of the 
sensationalist tactics favored by activists. 
PETA. in particular, has been criticized for 
staging events for the media. Like 
antiabortionists who brandish fetuses in jars, 
animal-rights protesters will oftat.display 
something gruesome, such as a graphic photo 
of a skinned carcass. At one Memphis event 
last year, protesters wore nothing but tow¬ 
els, in order to dramatize the plight of ani¬ 
mals stripped naked of their fur. 

Keenan acknowledges that such shock 
methods are designed to get attention. 2But, 
it’s the truth,” he says. "It forces people to 
look at iL” 

In England, where the modem animal- 
rights movement began, much effort has been 
directed toward the "liberation” of laboratory 
animals, but little of that seems to be going 
on in Memphis. 

"There hasn’t been an incident in years,” 
says Dr. Jeannette Ward, a University of 
Memphis psychology professor. Ward is in 
charge of a lab colony of bush babies*— a 
species of small nocturnal primate, also 
known as the galago — which she uses to

She specu¬ 
lates that activists iren t that concerned about 
her work, which no longer involves invasive 
procedures such as brain surgery on live ani¬ 
mals (the brain is still dissected after a bush 
baby dies of natural causes). 

"I am sull not against invasive research." 

Ward says, "if what you are studying is im¬ 
portant enough to justify it. and it is done as 
humanely as possible.” According to Ward, 
the animal-rights movement has definitely 
made researchers more aware of ethical issues, 
and has led to stronger federal guidelines for 
laboratory-animal care. "We now have an over¬ 
sight committee,” she says, "and there's even 
a full-time veterinarian who checks on us ev¬ 
ery week and reports back to the feds [the U.S. 

Department of Agriculture].” 

When reminded of an often-quoted state¬ 
ment by animal-rights leader Tom Regan 
(“We don’t want cleaner cages; we want 
empty cages"). Ward responds, "If they ‘free’ 
the animals, where do they expect them to 
go ? Back to the wild? Most of our bush ba¬ 
bies were bom here and have never been 
outside this building. This is all they know. 

They’re happy in their cages. 

“My biggest problem with these activ¬ 
ists," Ward continues, "is their abysmal level 
of scientific knowledge. They're so worried 
about the pain and suffering of individual 
animals that they don’t seem to think about 
the continuance of the planet and the impor¬ 
tance of preserving as many species as pos¬ 
sible.” riypr* fj

• The first time you call, request a catalog be mailed to you: use a false name, and an address other than your home address. 

• When you receive the catalog, call again and place C.O.D. orders to as many addresses as you can think of. Fur stores/other animal 

exploitation businesses are good addresses to use. The original company will have to pay the postage and C.O.D. charge when 
the package is refused, so place as large an order as reasonable. 

• Tape business-reply cards to packages: the company wilt have to foot the bill. Mail rocks, bricks, or anything else heavy. 

• Phone ultra-frequently to keep the line tied up as much as possible. 

• Phone and keep them on the line for as long as possible; ask questions about products, etc. This racks up their bill. 

• Write the phone numbers in phone booths, bathroom walls, etc. and write "free phone sex" beside the number. Think of other 

ways to persuade the general public to call. 

• Call and find out their location. Pay them a visit. ALWAYS call from a pay phone.
